The happiest man in Coshoctoa 


Monday was it M. Temple, general 
superintendent of the Meek & Beach 
company's factories, when be banded 
to Mrs. Temple a letter from their 
soldier son, Sergeant Arthur Tetupie, 
of the Train infantry. Tbey had not 
beard from him 
since early last 


spring, and -for weeks have wondered 
whether their boy bad given his life 
for bis country. 
- Sergeant Temple has been with his 
tegiment in the Moru country where 
there has been more or less fighting 
since the' American troop* occupied 
the southern islands of the Philip- 
pines. He wrote home often and the 
last letter received in tbe spring was 
a happy account of his adventures, 
worded in language that gave bis par- 
ents no intimation of his physical 
condition. 
Weeks passed acd no 


more letters came. Mrs. Temple was 
almost heartbroken, and Mr. Temple 
communicated with the war depart- 
ment. There was a long delay but in- 
formation finally came in July that 
Sergeant Temple had been transfer- 
red from his company to tbe hospit- 
al. The letter said that to June bis 
name had not _been _ reported among 
the" dead. It" was cold consolation 
for 
the- anxious 
~ parents 
but 


there seemed 
nothing to do but- 


wait- They knew be had not been 
wounded in action for that would 
have been reported, I nt they feared 
he might have died of fever or the 
sbolera. The suspense was almost un- 
endurable, but- it was all swept away 
'when tbe letter came addressed in tbe 
familiar hana. They knew their sol- 
dier was alive and well. They isked 
no more. 
. The letter, however, contained no 
word of Sergeant Temple's illness and 
did not mention the fact that be bad 
been in tns hospital. It was written 
July 3,"and has beei for some reason 
delayed 
in- transit. 
It 
contains 


enonicb, however, to bring gladness 
once more to the. Temple residence. 
It is dated at Iligan,. Mindanoa. 
"Every tiri»g_ is quiet here at pres- 


ent, and it-louks to me as though the 
most trouble is over," writes Sergeant 
Temple. "Ifigain, yon-are to under- 
stand, is the key to the Moro situa- 
tion on this side ol Lake Lanos. The 
natives here are friendly and are 
customed 
to Americans and their 


ways. They know-that welare here to 
pro-ect 
them and their interests. 
Those on-the.souttrof,S6e late never 
saw white men until recently, and 
tbis probably accounts in some meas- 
ure for their hostility, our troops 
making frequent trlps~of exploration 
into the territory they occupy. They 
believed they were invincible and 
fought lite demons, but their minds 
bave been changed by losses aggregat- 
ing at least'500- 
"They differ from other natives in 
that they will not run an inch wben a 
tight is on, standing as do the der- 
vishes of tbe Soudan. One fellow re- 
lated an incident of a recent fight. 
Our bors charged the Moros and be 
saw a soldier stick his bayonet into a 
fellow who seemed to be one of the 
best i>f the band. Tbe Moro caught 
tbe rifle barrel and pulled it toward 
him thus pushing the bayonet far- 
rher into his body. But it brought 
Lbe -soldier in reach of his bolo and 
the Moro slashed him viciously doing 
bis best to kill him. Of course we 
sometimes take stories of this kind 
with a grain of salt, but. I know the 
action described is characteristic of 
tbe Moros. 


"Regimental 
headquarters have 


been established here, and we haye 
with us three companies of infantry 
two troops of the Fifteenth cavalry, 
making over 500 c.eo, not to speak of 
tbe band- The band, however, is get- 
ting small as it is a difficult matter to 
keep musicians here or in any part of 
tbe island. 


"Thecwater cure seems to be rais- 


ing ail kinds of things in the stales 
waere the people can't even imagine 
the conditions men bave to contend 
*iih here. Of course tbe cure is not- 
pleasant but the information it invar- 
iably produces saves long and some- 
times useless bikes, and often saves 
tbe lives of Filipinos and Americans 
alike. Tbe water cure only produces 
temporary inconvenience. But it is 
the same old story of interference 
with tbe army, a' repetition of the 
time when the army was fighting In- 
dians in the west. It seems all rignt 
for tbe Filipinos to kill us, but it is 
too bad if we happen to kill tbe Fili- 
pinos. 


••It would be nice if some of those 


tender people who are after tbe army 
could come over here and attempt to 
pacify tbe Filipinos and send the ar- 
my home. Everything would then be 
loyely—for the Filipinos.

••Yefi," said Bev. Wm. £. Hunt a 


few days ago in answer GO a question, 
"I hare * record of all funerals at- 
tended by me since I came to Coshoc- 
ton. The total is 594. The largest in 
any one year was in 1889 when I offici- 
ated at 28 funerals. Since I discon- 
tinued pastoral work 1 have officiated 
at 15 funerals. I once attended three 
in one day. Of course these have 
been people of all ages from an infant 
of days to an old man of 95. Whites 
and blacks, Gentiles and Jews, Catho- 
lics and Protestants of a dozen or 
more sects and a half dozen nationali- 
ties have I seen put in their last 
home. At the Jewish funeral I used 
only the Old Testament scriptures 
and at the Catholic the Donay ver- 
sion, lighted candles and crucifixes 
standing at the head and foot of the 
coffin. 
'•No, I did not feel any embarrass- 


ment in the situation. No part of 
my work has beeen, howerer, harder 
to do than that in this line.., No one 
who has not tried it can appreciate 
the nerrous strain, the tax on the in- 
tellect and the inescapable burden on 
the heart of a true and faithful min- 
ister, often called upon, has to under- 
gov In two or three instances fault 
has been found with me for what- I 
did or did not say. on such occasions. 
Somteimes 1 hare felt that I was call- 
ed on to serve about the same purpose 
of the plumes on the heads of the 
horses attached to the- hearse. In 
many cases there has never been even 
a thank you for services rendered of- 
ten under great difficulties. 
The 


friends and neighbors' have been 
mentioned in a card in the newspa- 
pers but not the minister. 


"No, the work has never been the 
source of much Incoma. 
I early in 


my ministry adopted a rule not to re- 
ceive any fee where the family was 
connected 
directly and 
helped 
to support regularly my own or any 
other church. In a very few instances j 
I have been constrained to depart 
from this rule. Sometime* a en-acui- 
ty sent me has been returned because 
1 was unwilling, knowing the circum- 
stances of the parties,- to add even in 
small degreee to- the burden of ex- 
pense always attending sickness and 
death. 
"A famous old.doctor once said to 


me the three things that?,ought to 
be the least expensive thiggsjaad be- 
come the dearest—a~bir£h, S marriage 
'and a death. Then he berated big ac- 
ccuntment bills by doctors, nurses, 
infantile wardrobes,marriage expenses 
and above all the numerous carriages 
and the high priced casket etc., at 
funerals. But on the other side a 
preacher once told me that as it was 
about all he got out of a funeral he 
would always take at least a carriage 
ride. My views have always accorded 
most nearly with the old doctor's. 
Whether up to date or not I have 
never been willing to be burdensome. 
But I have a little more than ans- 
wered your questions and must be ex- 
cused from further discussion of this 
grave subject."

pal code prepared under the direction
